Council supports account for 
Agawam Small Business Center

Town Council approved a resolution to establish a 
revolving account for the Agawam Small Business 
Assistance Center (ASBAC) during its regular meet¬ 
ing Monday night, February 4th. 

The approval was unanimous and council mem¬ 
bers expressed their support for the ASBAC. 

“I was at its opening and I was very impressed,” 
said Councilor George Bitzas. “This is a good first 
step in the right direction.” 

Planning Director Deborah Dachos spoke in favor 
of the account during Citizen’s Speak Time. 

“The center would be using money from this 
account to pay the utilities," she said, adding, “So far, 
they have not needed any public funds." 

Money has been donated to the ASBAC from sev¬ 
eral sources, including the Agawam Chamber of 
Commerce and United Co-operative Bank. 

Fred Andrews of the Springfield Enterprise Center 
helped establish the Center and also spoke in favor of 
the account. 

“I believe this is very good for economic develop¬ 
ment and advancement of business in Agawam." 


Town Council also unanimously voted to ask the 
state to provide supplemental budget funding to the 
Holyoke Soldiers’ Home, which has a monetary short¬ 
fall of more than $700,000. The resolution was put 
forth by Councilor Ruth Carr Bitzas, retired Agawam 
veterans’ agent. 

“We have a unique opportunity to show our sup¬ 
port,” Mrs. Carr Bitzas said, recalling when the 
Soldiers’ Home faced a similar situation about six 
years ago. At that time, she joined 6,000 veterans and 
other supporters in rallying the state. 

“When you see 6,000 veterans on the door of the 
legislature, it’s an awesome sight,” said Mrs. Carr 
Bitzas. 

The council agreed to send a letter of support.

Melconian announces 
Senate passage of 
clergy reporting bill 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce the passage by 
the Massachusetts Senate this week of legislation 
that requires all clergy members and religious leaders 
to report any incidents of child abuse or molestation 
to authorities. 

“We have a duty to protect children from becoming 
victims of these terrible crimes by ensuring that abuse 
and molestation are reported to the proper authori¬ 
ties,” Senator Melconian said. “Religious leaders 
have an obligation to protect their communities by 
reporting sexual abuse.” 

Senate 2223 adds any ordained, licensed, or 
appointed religious leader, and all lay leaders of any 
religious congregation or organization, to the law that 
requires all incidents of child molestation or abuse to 
be reported to the Department of Social Services. 
Doctors, social workers, teachers, daycare managers 
and assistants, nurses, guidance counselors, and all 
other professionals who work with children on a daily 
basis are already required to disclose abuses to 
authorities under this statute. The bill also requires 
clergy and religious leaders to retroactively disclose 
any previous knowledge of abuse during their leader¬ 
ship within a month of the passage of this bill. The bill 
exempts clergy from reporting information received 
during a confessional. 

“The vast majority of clergy and congregational 
leaders are caring and dedicated members of the 
community,” Senator Melconian said. “This legislation 
will help the police work with religious leaders to root 
out dangerous sexual predators and safeguard our 
children.”

top restaurants and caterers blended to create an 
event both memorable and gratifying. 

With a coffee bar, dozens of bottles of wine, raffle 
prizes, and a silent auction, the Great Chefs has 
added new dimensions to the concept of fundraising. 

The first Great Chefs event originated in 1990 as 
part of the former Mt. Tom Ski Resort's annual winter 
ski-racing fundraiser to benefit the Jimmy Fund. The 
Jimmy Fund is the primary fundraising “arm” of the 
Dana-Farber Cancer Institute. 

The Dana-Farber Cancer Institute, founded in 1947 
by the iate Sidney Farber, M.D., has been committed 
to providing the best treatment available for cancer 
patients while developing tomorrow’s cures through 
cutting-edge research. 

The first Great Chefs was a small gathering with 
eight restaurants, expanding each successive year. 

By 1995, the event had exceeded the capacity of 
Mt. Tom’s facilities, with 23 participating restaurants. 
To accommodate the growing number of attendees 
and restaurants, the Jimmy Fund Council of Western 
Massachusetts moved the Great Chefs event to the 
Eastern States Exposition in 1997.

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Legislature 
preserves 
tuition aid for 
Mass, students 

Representative Daniel F. Keenan announced that 
funding has been restored for the interstate compact 
that provides significant tuition benefits for more than 
2,000 Massachusetts students who attend out-of- 
state public colleges. 

“This action shows the legislature’s commitment to 
providing access to educational opportunity for all our 
students,” stated Keenan. 

The Regional Student Program allows 
Massachusetts residents to pay reduced tuition rates 
at out-of-state colleges if they pursue certain aca¬ 
demic programs not offered at public colleges in 
Massachusetts. The program, which has been in 
effect since 1955, saves Massachusetts students 
$8.7 million a year in tuition. 

Under the Regional Student Program, 
Massachusetts students are eligible to pursue 
degrees at 49 out-of-state public institutions in nearly 
250 majors, including law, dentistry, pharmacy, aqu- 
culture, meteorology, cardiovascular technology, envi¬ 
ronmental earth science, and diagnostic genetic sci¬ 
ences. The program enables states to avoid operating 
expensive academic programs that are already 
offered in other states. 

Participating students pay 150 percent of the in¬ 
state tuition rate at the institution they attend, which is 
significantly less than the amount typically charged 
out-of-state students. The programs save 
Massachusetts residents about $8.7 million a year, an 
average of $4,200 per student. Throughout New 
England, the program saves 7,500 students $40 mil¬ 
lion annually on their tuition bills. 

“This action preserves our commitment to making 
the best in higher education available to all students,” 
said Keenan.

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“Open Burning Guidelines” for Agawam 
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Brian Lees addresses Agawam 
Republican Town Committee 


On Saturday, February 9th, Senate Minority Leader 
Brian P. Lees (R-East Longmeadow) was the featured 
speaker at the monthly meeting of the Agawam 
Republican Town Committee. 

Lees spoke before a gathering of town committee 
members and community residents at E.B’s 
Restaurant in Agawam. 

Lees provided participants with a Beacon Hill per¬ 
spective on the fiscal outlook for the state and the 
effect it will have on local governments, including the 
present circumstances facing the Holyoke Soldiers 
Home.

Convention this April in the City of Lowell. Lees went 
on record stating his strong support of Governor Jane 
Swift and her choice for Lieutenant Governor, Patrick 
Guerriero, and former Registrar of Motor Vehicles 
Dan Grabauskas, who is a candidate for state 
Treasurer. 

Lees believes that each of these candidates will 
bring a strong grass roots campaign to the voters this 
fall.

In some cases, they are imi¬ 
tating Mom or Dad, without knowing how dangerous a 
match or lighter can be.

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The rules matter 


For the past month or so, our country has been 
under the oppression of the Enron Scandal. It’s pretty 
easy to understand what happened. Some executives 
at what used to be a utility, but which was developed 
into a trading conglomerate under recent deregulation 
laws, “cooked the books.” As a result, a multi-billion- 
dollar company is now almost worthless. Thousands 
of hard- working employees lost their jobs, and tens of 
thousands of investors lost their shirts. 

How the Enron Scandal occurred is more puzzling. 
It appears that each and every one of the safeguards 
which have been put in place to protect our society 
from an Enron failed. The executives, to put it simply 
and mildly, fleeced the company. The Board of 
Directors failed in their duties to oversee the execu¬ 
tives. The outside auditors, who were supposed to 
make sure everything was kosher, didn’t. The Wall 
Street analysts who are supposed to be the “eyes and 
ears” of the investors were at best asleep at the 
switch, or possibly worse, looking out for somebody 
else. How this is all puzzling is that had any one of the 
safeguards worked, the Enron Scandal probably 
wouldn’t have occurred. But the safeguards failed, 
and the scandal happened. 

Why the Enron Scandal occurred is not as much of 
a mystery. The Enron Scandal is basically a very loud, 
obvious, and expensive example of sinful behavior. 
Indeed, the reason society needed to establish all 
those safeguards in the first place is precisely 
because of sinful behavior. 

Some people object to the word, or the concept of, 
sin. These people think that “sin” has negative conno¬ 
tations, and that it is not nice to apply the concept of 
sin to people. They're right in thinking it’s not nice to 
say about people, but they’re not correct in thinking it 
doesn’t apply to people. 

Our world was not always corrupted by sin. For a 
period of time, how long we do not know, there was no 
such thing as sin. The Book of Genesis describes life 
in the Garden of Eden, before our earliest ancestors 
rebelled against God and thus introduced sin into the 
human equation, as being very idyllic. However, as 
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the Book of Romans explains, sin entered the world 
through one man, and death through sin, and in 
this way death came to all men. Romans goes on to 
say that through the disobedience of the one man, 
the many were made sinners. We may not like that, 
we might not think that’s fair, but that’s the way it is. 
People don’t even need to read the Bible to know that 
sin is real. All they have to do is read or watch the 
news about Enron. 

If Enron and similar scandals was all there was to 
say about sin, ours would be a very sorry lot indeed, 
because sin is real. But that is not all there is to say 
about sin. The more important news about sin is that 
it has been conquered. Regular people cannot con¬ 
quer sin. In spite of those who think that if we just had 
a few lifetimes (as through reincarnation) to rid our¬ 
selves of sin, the truth of the matter is that people 
have been sinning for as long as there have been 
people. Education is not the answer; Ken Lay has a 
PhD. Wealth is not the answer; the executives who 
bilked Enron were already amazingly wealthy, having 
more money than they could spend in a lifetime. 

Even though regular people cannot conquer sin, 
one special person could, and did. Yes, Adam’s sin 
brought punishment to all, but Christ’s righteous¬ 
ness makes people right with God, so that they 
can live. Adam caused many to be sinners 
because he disobeyed God, and Jesus Christ 
caused many to be made acceptable to God 
because He obeyed. 

Regardless of what the so-called experts say, that 
truth is relative and there is no objective right or 
wrong, in actuality as well as in practice, the rules 
matter. Try telling a person whose career just went 
sneakers up because of Enron, or whose retirement 
savings went down the drain because of Enron, that 
there is no objective right or wrong! The rules matter 
to those who depend on them. 

God knows it is not always easy to keep the rules. 
In fact, the Bible tells us that we do not have a high 
priest who is unable to sympathize with our weak¬ 
nesses, but we have one who has been tempted in 
every way, just as we are - yet was without sin. It 
took a perfect person to undo what another imperfect 
person had done. It took a perfect person to conquer 
the power of sin for us. 

The Gospels record the account of Jesus encoun¬ 
tering sin head-on, and winning. Then Jesus was led 
by the Spirit into the desert to be tempted by the 
devil. The encounter lasted more than a month. The 
devil tried everything he could think of, everything that 
had worked so well with everyone else. But it didn’t 
work on Jesus! He prevailed, and His victory can now 
be ours!

less than the face value. You don’t want to use these 
funds before 1 their time, but they do factor into the bal¬ 
ance sheet. 

The value of your car, if you were to sell it on the 
used car market, is another asset. Your other person¬ 
al property (including furniture, computer equipment, 
tools, art, electronics, etc.) has some value as well 
and should be included. 

The cash value of insurance policies should be 
included in your assets. If you own or share ownership 
of any other real estate, include that, too. 

Your liabilities include the balance of any loans you 
owe, including all installment debt and student loans. 
Credit card balances, regardless of how small, are 
included on the liabilities side. If you’ve fallen behind 
with the IRS, the balance owing is a liability. All other 
outstanding bills (like doctor bills, past due alimony, or 
child support) should be included. 

Tally up the assets and liabilities columns, and sub¬ 
tract liabilities. The amount remaining is your net 
worth. If extensive liabilities are dragging your net 
worth down, review the list for items that can be 
reduced or eliminated. The less you have on that side 
of your balance sheet, the better, and your net worth 
will increase as a result.

I experienced some discomfort, but ignored that, 
because they looked...very nice. After a while, the dis¬ 
comfort dissipated as I got used to them. So, I wore 
them more often, because...they looked nice. I began 
to notice some hip discomfort when I got out of bed, 
or when I ran, but it was mild and easy to ignore. One 
day during an ice skating session, I found that the 
movements that required a lot of hip motion were dif¬ 
ficult to perform. I had difficulty with my forward and 
backward swizzles, my snowplow stops, and forward 
lunges. 

When I needed to utilize 100 percent of the mus¬

cles surrounding the hips, they weren’t functioning at 
100 percent. This significantly affected my perform¬ 


ance. 

There were several ways this situation could have 
been addressed. One is to quit ice skating, figuring I’m 
too old for this stuff and not very good anyway, or the 
other is to try to get to the source of my problem. Now, 
the hips did not bother me when I wore my...nice 
boots, but I know they were the only change in my 
lifestyle. So, I limited the use of my new...nice boots, 
and surprisingly (or not surprisingly) the hip pain was 
alleviated! 

What if I continued to ignore the mild discomfort? 
Would the muscle imbalance in the legs lead to 
altered gait and eventually cause early wear and tear 
of the hip joint? That could lead to osteoarthritis of the 
hips, which would result in chronic pain and limited 
mobility. This could definitely be a possible scenario. 
Any action which creates an imbalance for an extend¬ 
ed period of time will eventually result in premature 
wear and tear. Be aware of your body and sense 
these imbalances now to prevent future problems. 

I’ll forego looking good in my...really nice boots, for 
now, in order to be able to ice skate when I’m 60 
years-old with no arthritis. I do, however, continue to 
wear my...nice new boots, limited amounts of time and 
only on special occasions.

What's your cholesterol? What’s your HDL? What’s 
your LDL? We are obsessed with cholesterol. Our 
doctors are obsessed with cholesterol. 

Let's define. Cholesterol is something we all have 
in our bodies. It is used to make cell membranes, hor¬ 
mones, and other tissues. This waxy substance is 
found among the fats in the bloodstream because we 
make some of it and eat some of it. This stuff cannot 
dissolve and has to be transported to and from the 
cells by special transport systems called lipoproteins. 

This is where the LDL (low density lipoprotein) and 
HDL (high density lipoprotein) come into the picture. It 
that too much LDL, or “bad” cholesterol, can 


appears 

clog the arteries to your heart and put you at risk for 
a heart attack. However, a high level of HDL, or 
“good” cholesterol, appears to be beneficial. HDL is 
thought to be responsible for removing cholesterol 
and transporting it safely to the liver for processing 
and excretion. 

We seem to have gotten the message. Eat low-fat 
foods and take cholesterol-lowering drugs. A funny 
thing happened on the way to the refrigerator. Our 
bodies make more cholesterol per day than we could 
possibly eat! Actually, eating those foods high in cho¬ 
lesterol should not worry us because only a small 
fraction of the cholesterol we eat ends up in the blood¬ 
stream. Total fat intake is a much more important indi¬ 
cator in determining cholesterol levels because it 
stimulates bile production, which (in turn) stimulates 
cholesterol production. 

Incorporating more fiber, less total fat in your diet, 
and adding Omega-3 fatty acids seem to be the 
answer. Omega-3 fatty acids have the uncanny abili¬ 
ty to break down cholesterol in the lining of the blood 
vessels and serve as a solvent for saturated fats in 
the diet. The end result is less cholesterol in the body 
and the bloodstream. 

Another non-prescription supplement to consider is 
Reducol. This cholesterol-lowering product has been 
developed from plant sterols and stanols. Numerous 
clinical studies have confirmed that Reducol works in 
lowering cholesterol levels up to 24 percent after 30 
days, with no apparent side effects. 

Because the drugs often prescribed have severe 
side effects, it is unknown what the long-term effect 
will be on the body. It is important to weigh the advan¬ 
tages of these drugs against the disadvantages. You 
must educate yourself to these side effects. 

One very important side effect of the “statin” drugs 
is the depletion of CoQIO, which is essential for heart 
function. If you are taking a “statin" drug for choles¬ 
terol, please incorporate CoQIO (preferably in an oil- 
based form) into your daily supplement routine.

* “The French Connection I & II - The Special 
Editions”: 1971. Rated R. 

“Exorcist" director William Friedkin directs the first 
film in this three DVD set with Gene Hackman, 
Fernando Rey, Roy Scheider, Tony LoBianco, and 
others starring in the story about a heroin drug ring 
and a narcotics cop who is bent on breaking it up. 
Hackman won the 1971 Best Actor Oscar for his riv¬ 
eting and powerful performance as the narcotics cop, 
Jimmy “Popeye” Doyle (an award well-deserved, to 
say the least). 

The first disc features “The French Connection” 
feature presentation itself with two commentary 
tracks: one featuring Friedkin, the other with Roy 
Scheider and Gene Hackman. Clearly Friedkin’s 
audio contribution far surpasses Hackman’s and 
Scheider’s in that he addresses every aspect of the 
film, including the impediments of filming in a rough 
New York winter. He also passionately descibes other 
facets of the film, including which scenes are based 
upon real-life incidents and which were fictionalized 
for the screenplay. 

Also featrued on the first disc is the original and 
nostalgic (albeit dated) theatrical trailer. You will also 
find what’s called a THX Optimode test pattern, which 
(in essence) provides test sounds that allow you to 
optimize your home theater audio system. The disc 
allows you to select between mono (two-channel 
sound through two speakers) and THX-enhanced 
Dolby Digital 5.1 Surround Sound. Also worth men¬ 
tioning is the crisp, clear, anamorphic letterboxed pic¬ 
ture that makes the film look as though it was a brand 
new film. 

Disc two features the hard-to-get sequel, “The 
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French Connection II,” directed by John 
Frankenheimer. Returning Hackman again plays his 
Oscar-winning role of “Popeye” Doyle, who this time 
finds himself in the. French city of Marseilles dealing 
with a certain degree of culture shock. 

Only available in this box set, “The French 
Connection II” boasts the exact same audio and video 
features of disc one, and even includes a still gallery 
that shows some vintage wardrobe photos and story¬ 
boards. This time, however, we have a running com¬ 
mentary from director Frankenheimer. Frankenheimer 
(like Friedkin) supplies detailed accounts of the mak¬ 
ing of the film and provides intriguing insight into the 
pressures that come from directing a sequel. 
Hackman’s contribution is partnered with producer 
Robert Rosen’s commentary. Rosen's piece was 
recorded while he was actually watching the film. This 
is quite interesting to watch because you feel as 
though Rosen is in your living room with you watching 
the movie! 

Now comes the bonus materials on disc three, 
which features a documentary “The Poughkeepsie 
Shuffle.” This bonus feature discusses the film and the 
true story it was inspired by. Included here are the 
rarely-seen interviews with Eddie Egan and Sonny 
Grosso, the real-life NYPD narcotics cops that 
Hackman’s and Schieder’s characters were based 
upon. Also included is “Making the Connection: The 
Untold Stories of The French Connection,” which is 
actually hosted by Sonny Grosso. Quite interesting 
stuff here, folks. 

There are even seven deleted scenes from the first 
film that are included and discussed in a featurette 
with Friedkin aptly titled “William Friedkin Discusses 
the Deleted Scenes from The French Connection.” 

This DVD epitomizes the ultimate in home viewing 
pleasure. Once again, the revolutionary aspects of 
DVD turn a film into an extraordinary event. The inclu¬ 
sion of both films in one set also proves to be a great 
value for your money.

Are you ready for 
something a little different? 

Here is an old joke. Why did the fisherman go to 
Alaska? He went for the halibut. Here’s an interesting 
and tasty recipe - fresh halibut in a reduced cream 
sauce flavored with fresh dill, horseradish, and Dijon 
mustard, and accompanied by a potato gallette and 
steamed asparagus. 

Start with the sauce first. Put 1 TB butter in a saute 
pan. Add 3 TB finely minced shallot. The best way to 
finely mince is to make several vertical cuts through 
the shai/ot, then make horizontal cuts. Now, turn the 
shallot and cut down and through. This will give you a 
nice minced shallot without having to rock and chop 
and making a big mess. (Well, with a shallot, a small 
mess.) 

Cook your shallot until it starts to look clear. Now, 
add 1 PT of light cream. Reduce by 1/2. While this is 
reducing , add a TB of minced dill (fresh); only a half if 
dried. After the sauce has reduced, add in 2 TB horse¬ 
radish and 1 TSP Dijon mustard. The sauce will be 
spooned onto the plate, then the fish portion placed 
on top. 

The final decoration should be some fresh dill 
sprigs. Now the potato. With a mandolin, make 6 to 8 
very thin slices for each gallette. Place them on a 
paper towel overlapping so that you make them into a 
circle. Place a little fresh butter into a saute pan and 
over a medium heat, brown then flip and brown (just 
‘til golden). Place the potato circle onto the plate and 
add several asparagas tips. (The tips should be 
cooked, but not soft.) Pour some browned butter over 
the cooked tips and the potato gallette. 

Now, in your saute pan put a TB of butter. Sprinkle 
a bit of sea salt and cracked black pepper on your hal¬ 
ibut. Place into the pan; use a high heat to sear the 
fish. Now, flip and finish cooking. (Do not overcook 
your fish.) 

On the plate, spoon on the cream sauce and place 
your fish on the sauce. I think you will enjoy this way 
of doing fish steaks ... a lot of taste and not a lot of 
work! This one will get posted on my website. Make 
sure you explore the website for restaurants to visit, 
as well as more recipes for soups, entrees, and 
desserts. I hope you enjoy them all!

Mothers and daughters 


Wow...putting those two words together can be 
awesome or awful!!! Those of you who are daughters 
and/or mothers will get my drift, I’m sure. I know dur¬ 
ing this past school year...and we are only half done 
with it...I have heard so many mother and daughter 
stories that are filled with anger, dismay, confusion, 
and hurt. 

Just why is this? Well, I have given it some thought 
and will attempt to give you some answers. If they 
work for you and you see yourself, that’s great. If they 
are not appropriate, then don't buy into them. I am 
talking about the difficulties, not the pleasures that a 
mother/daughter relationship involves...because 
being a daughter, I know there are also many pleas¬ 
ures that I have shared and treasured. 


Just today, Sally came into my office. Her grades 
had been slipping, she had been cutting classes, her 
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boyfriend had broken up with her, and she had been 
having issues with her mother. “Why is she always in 
my face, Mrs. Cohen? Why does she find fault with 
everything I do? Why can’t she trust me? And I that 
bad?” 

She also told me that her mom yells and screams 
at her, often calls her names that are unjustified, and 
wants to know where she is at all times. Unfortunately, 
Sally was losing her cool with her mom and instead of 
listenting quietly to what her mother had to say, Sally 
would get all wound up, start to yell, and then, of 
course, everything would escalate. 

From listening to Sally, it was apparent that Sally 
was not always right, either. She had acted out, but 
not to the point of mother’s reprisals. So, together we 
looked at the issues and after some discussion, we 
both were able to glean some insight. Mom had got¬ 
ten into some trouble when she was a teenager. So, 
instead of looking at her daughter as her daughter, 
she was looking at her daughter as an extension of 
herself. As she looked at her, she would displace her 
mistakes and place them on her daughter. Therefore, 
she was afraid that her daughter would make or had 
already made the same mistakes that she, the moth¬ 
er had made. 

Sounds confusing, but it happens so often. We 
don’t see the person for who they are, but instead for 
whom we perceive them to be. And perception and 
reality often are two diffeent things! Perhaps Mom

wasn’t trusted as a young girl, so now she doesn’t 
trust her daughter, or perhaps Mom was trusted as a 
young girl and did get away with a lot of things behind 
her own mother’s back. Now, she is afraid that if she 
trusts Sally that Sally will be doing inappropriate 
things. 

Sometimes, too, moms are jealous of their daugh¬ 
ters. I know that sounds harsh, but sometimes it is 
true. Mom is getting older; daughter looks young and 
vibrant. Perhaps the daughter is enjoying things that 
Mom never could enjoy when she was younger. 
Perhaps Mom is gaining weight and daughter has a 
beautiful figure. And so the perhaps list continues, 
adding more fuel to the fire. Mom gets resentful, actu¬ 
ally dislikes herself for becoming resentful, but still 
takes her resentment out by yelling at her daughter. 

Another scenario may be that things are not going 
well at home. Maybe Mom and Dad are not getting 
along. Maybe Mom is really angry with herself for 
many of the issues. Mom doesn’t take out her frustra¬ 
tions on Dad, nor is she able to get that angry with 
herself, so she takes her anger out on her daughter 
whom she sees as a continuation of herself. 

You know, Moms, when you look in the mirror, the 
image you see is yours. Yet, remember, when you 
look at your daughter, you are seeing a different 
image - that of your daughter, a person with her own 
actions, responses, abilities, desires, and attitude. 
Recognizing that will make all the difference.

Resource teacher 
balances two careers 
and much more

Agawam High School’s Resource Science & Social 
Studies Teacher Sandi Sherry-Pitzer has been teach¬ 
ing there for the last three years and recently granted 
us an interview about her thoughts and experiences 
as a teacher and what she holds valuable in both her 
professional and personal worlds. 

“Kids need to be respected and listened to," Mrs. 
Sherry-Pitzer said. “And to know they are a worthy 
and tremendous contribution to this world."She start¬ 
ed teaching at the High School as a teaching assistant 
while her daughter was a student at the same time. 

“The irony of it was that my daughter was a student 
and it took a little while to get used to the both of us 
being in the same school on a daily basis. However, 
after a short time, we both thrilled to be together,” Mrs. 
Sherry-Pitzer said. 

Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer said she originally started her 
career at the High School 15 years ago. 

“I loved this school and the educational environ¬ 
ment. Then I started my college career and left the 
High School,” Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer said. “I have since 
earned four college degrees and I’m working on my 
fifth.” 

Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer explained she came back to the 
high school at an unexpected time when she was 
involved in other aspects of her life. “I was able to 
return to the High School when an opening became 
available. A friend on campus called me and said 
there was an opening. However, I was training for 
counseling in the psychology field. At the time, I was¬ 
n’t looking for a career in teaching.” 

She ended up taking the position, although she 
was training to be a counselor and has since contin¬ 
ued to pursue other career opportunities, as well as 
her education. 

“I hope to some day retire from Agawam High 
School,” Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer said. “I really like this 
school. It has good educators, wonderful students, 
and a professional staff. 

“I also like the age group. High school kids are at 
such an exciting time in their lives and I enjoy guiding 
and helping them make decisions about their future. I 
like teaching very much!” 

In addition to teaching at the High School as a

resource teacher to grades 9-12, Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer is 
also a licensed social worker with the Massachusetts 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children 
(MSPCC). 

“I am a clinical therapist at MSPCC and I was well- 
trained for my position, "Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer said. “My 
two jobs [being a resource teacher and a clinical ther¬ 
apist] are complementary to each other.” 

She needs to be creative in both these jobs, as 
they typically require unique approaches based on dif¬ 
ferent learning styles. One benefit of resource classes 
is they are generally smaller in numbers; as a result 
there is more individual instruction, according to her. 

She said her two jobs complement each other 
because with teaching as well as being a clinical ther¬ 
apist, it's important to let people know they are impor¬ 
tant. “By validating you think someone else is impor¬ 
tant, a bond also begins to form and the most basic 
thing anyone could want is to know that someone else 
thinks they are important. When the acceptance of 
importance takes places, the learning aspect follows 
and they are receptive because they are comfortable,” 
Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer said. 

She said a woman by the name of Lisa Chambers, 
with whom she works, inspired her and continues to 
inspire her to teach. 

“Lisa works with very psychologically and emo¬ 
tionally challenged children and she has so much 
patience, creativity and consistency with them. She 
also has this incredible ability to support her students 
and their families and be an advocate for them at the 
same time. She became my role model and I’d like to 
think I’m doing her justice by following in her footsteps 
and by maintaining consistency. Consistency is one of 
the most important aspects of teaching, personally 


believe one cannot teach unless a child develops a 
bond with the teacher,” Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer added. 
“The most basic bond is respect and I believe my stu¬ 
dents know I respect them." 

The bottom line is to always care and respect your 
students and make them aware that there is no such 
thing as a “bad kid,” sometimes kids just make bad 
choices, Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer noted. 

“Students need to have an honest sense that 
someone cares about them because they are intelli¬ 
gent, have feelings, unique ideas and they should 
always have an appropriate venue to express those 
feelings and ideas.” This type of caring and bonding 
starts from a level of respect and bonding also means 
getting to know your students and what their interests 
are, Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer said. 

She often involves herself with activities that her 
students participate in to show them that she cares 
and supports what they are doing. “For example, I 
may attend a game one of my students is playing in,” 
Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer said. 

Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer talked about a memorable time 
when she was teaching and she found a note in her 
desk. She was in the middle of a discussion and one 
of her students sat at her desk and was listening to 
her, but when she came back to her desk, she found 
a piece of paper that said, “Did I ever tell you, you’re 
my hero?” 

“I will take this to my grave with me because I was 
so touched because this young man couldn’t verbal¬ 
ize his thoughts,” Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer said. “To see that 
was a significant part of my life that left me with a pos¬ 
itive feeling of what I am doing and that one way or 
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another, I’m doing something right by my students.” 
Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer adds curriculum to the courses she 
teaches, such as cultural diversity and social skills. 

“Cultural diversity is important to me, as I can teach 
my students how to find appreciation for those who 
are different from you,” Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer said. “We 
have very limited diversity on campus, so I try to 
expose my students to different cultures and explain 
ability differences in others so they may develop a 
better understanding for those who are different.” 

Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer started her education at Holyoke 
Community College (HCC). 

She took her core classes (requirement for a 
degree) at HCC and then went on to the University of 
Massachusetts and studied counseling and human 
services, where she received her bachelor’s degree in 
hypnotherapy. After UMass, Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer went 
to Cambridge College at the Springfield satellite cam¬ 
pus and received her master’s degree in education 
career counseling. She then went back to HCC and 
received a degree in corrections. Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer is 
currently working on her fifth degree, which is her sec¬ 
ond bachelor’s in Special Education. She said she is 
taking night classes at Westfield State College. 

At the time she finished at HCC for the second 
time, Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer was working as a director of 
a detention facility for adolescent girls.This job 
entailed a therapeutic environment to support and 
educate girls who were involved with domestic vio¬ 
lence. 

Recently, she and her husband were formally 
involved with the Ronald McDonald House. (The 
Ronald McDonald House is located behind Baystate 
Medical Center in Springfield.) 

“In December, I involved my students by having 
them make small gifts for the children and their fami¬ 
lies for Christmas at the Ronald McDonald House. 
Fridays at the High School are 'dress down days,’ 
where you have to pay $2 to 'dress down’ and we 
were able to donate $180. The students also donated 
a play station and games, had a book drive, as well as 
collecting and donating coats and sweatshirts. 

"I/Ve had a tremendous response with in our school 
to help the Ronald McDonald House,” Mrs. Sherry- 
Pitzer said.

the veterans at the Soldier’s Home in Holyoke and I 
deliver them, Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer added. 

Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer has been an Agawam resident 
for the last 28 years with her husband and family. 

“We live in a big old house with a dog, a cat and 
fish. All my students know about my family and where 
I live because I try to use my own life experiences to 
teach.” 

Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer had a complete smile on her 
face when she spoke of her family. She said she has 
two wonderful daughters and another daughter who 
she considers family. 

“I can’t say enough about my children, they are 
intelligent, beautiful and wonderful,” Mrs. Sherry- 
Pitzer said. “My husband has been a tremendous sup¬ 
port to myself and my daughters. He has been a real 
rock.” Mrs. Sherry-Pitzer also said her and her hus¬ 
band have a summer home on the lake.

Agawam High School recently recognized four sen¬ 
iors for their academic excellence when they received 
the Stanley Z. Koplick Certificate of Mastery, an award 
distributed by the Mass. Department of Education 
based on their grade 10 MCAS scores. 

Seniors Matthew Couture, Craig Jendza, Kimberly 
Landry and April Rondeau each received the Stanley 
Koplick Award after they applied for it last year as jun¬ 
iors and were the first group of students to receive this 
award following the change in requirements for the 
award. 

According to the Office of Student Leadership 
(OSL) website, located @ www.doe.mass.edu/ 
nsl/masterv/com.html . "The Certificate of Mastery is 
part of the Education Reform Law of 1993, designed 
to recognize and award students who demonstrate 
high academic achievement.” 

In the spring of 2000, the Department of 
Education's Office of Leadership distributed applica¬ 
tions to schools for 4,700 seniors who were eligible. In 
2001, the Department of Education decided to expand 
the award to allow juniors as well as seniors to apply. 

Recipient Craig Jendza said, “It felt good to be rec¬ 
ognized and receive this award.” 

He explained that he received the Stanley Z. 
Koplick Award based on high MCAS scores, as well 
as fulfilling additional requirements such as scoring 
high on Advanced Placement (AP) tests or SAT II 
exams. 

Craig said he thought it was a nice way for students 
to be recognized and one of the fine points of the 
award states that any student who attends a state uni¬ 
versity will have their tuition waived. 

The tuition waiver includes a requirement of main¬ 
taining a grade point average of 3.3 for eligibility. Any 
recipient who attends a Massachusetts public college 
or university will receive up to a four-year tuition waiv¬ 
er, which does not include costs such as room and 
board, course, curriculum and other general fees, 
according to the OSL website. 

“I was accepted to the University of 
Massachusetts,” Craig said. “I am undecided as to 
where I will be going after high school.”He is also 
interested in attending other colleges such as 
Northeastern College, Boston University, Providence 
University and Salve Regina College in Rhode Island. 

Recipient Kimberly Landry was also happy to 
receive the award. “It is a nice recognition for aca¬ 
demic excellence,” Kimberly said. She said the guid¬ 
ance office alerted the students of their eligibility and 
were given the application last year after they 
received their test scores. 

Kimberly also commented on the fact that the stu¬ 
dents had to receive high-test scores demonstrating 
skills in other subjects such as arts & humanities or 
math & science. 

She is planning on attending college after she grad¬ 
uates and she would possibly like to major in astrono¬ 
my. 

"I am waiting on responses from colleges that I 
have applied to, but my first choice is Pomona College 
in California,” Landry said. She also applied to 
Harvard, UMass, and Scripps in California. 

The criteria for each candidate includes advanced 
scoring (260-280) on one MCAS subject, proficient 
scoring (240-259) on the remaining sections of the 
MCAS and additional requirements through AP or 
SAT II exams in the areas of arts & humanities and 
math & science, according to OSL website.

Ohio University field hockey coach Shelly Morris, a 
graduate of Agawam High School, has been named 
West Region Coach of the Year by the National Field 
Hockey Coaches Association for the 2001 season. 

Morris played field hockey at AHS for former Coach 
Cindy Grieve from 1986-1988. She was an All-League 
and All-Western Mass, player during her junior and 
senior years.
